Year of our LORD 20:,_Cwhich is now 1536 
Years fince ) the Chriſtian Rel gion was publickly Pro- 
ſeſſed in this Land: At that Time we became the 
Kod of his Inheritance, whic! he redeemed from Hea- 
then;ſh Darkneſs, and where he delt: And what- 
ever Change aud Rævolutſons have fallen out | fince, 
yet every Thin? confidered, it may juſtly be ſaid . with 
Rejpett tothe L OR D's Goadneſs roward Scotland, 
that he hath not dealt Jo wich any Nations: For in 
proceſs of Time, he brought our Land to ſuch a pure 
Reformation in Doctrine, Wirlip, Diſcipline and 
Government,, Acording to the Patern of the Holy 
Scriptare, and ander ſuch ſacred Bonds and Des by 
Covenant Engagements to himſelf, and beautified us 
fo with wiſible Signs of his Preſence, that we might 
have juſtly been called Hephzibab, his Delight, and 
Beulah, married tothe LORD, our Walls might 
have been called Salvation, and our Gates Praiſe: 
Then was the Hout of a King heard in the Aſſemblies 

of. bis Saints, both Old and Young Rejoicing togetber, 
his People were made willing by a Day of his Power, 
the LORD ſbined glorioufly in our Land, the King 
war ſeen in his Beauty, his Footſteps dropped Fatneſs, 
and his Glory filled his Temple; the Vaice of the Bride- 
groom, and the Vaice of the Bride was heard, even 
"Foy and Sing ing; our Winter ſeemed then to be over 
and gone, for the Flowers appeared in the Field; then 
was the Time of Singing of Birds, and the Voice 7 
the Turtle was beard in our Land; the Fig tree put 
forth bergreen Figs .and the ine withhertender Grapes 
gave a good Smell; The King did rid r in 
State, conquering and to conquer, inviting his Gneſts, 


halding his Banquets and {ealling his People with fat 
(Things full of Marrow, with Mines on the Lees well 
refined. | : 
2 Shittim was then well watered, and our De- 

fert Blaſſemed like the Roſe, our dry Land became a 
fraitfull Field, Bl:ſomingabundanity * 
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far changed their Glory Vir their Shame. as we have 
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Toy and Singing: Our Beauty was at the Olivb- tree, 
and our ſmell as Lebanon: Here was the River, the 
Streams whereof made glad the City of O D, even © 
the pure preached Goſpel, and the Gojpel Ordinances, 
which refreſhed the weary, (atisfied the hungry, and 
repleniſhed the ſorrouſul Souls. Thus the Vine which 
the LORD brought out of Egyptian Darkneſs, took 
deep Root and filled our Land, the Hills were covered 
with the ſhaddow of it, and the Boughs thereof were 
like the geodly Cedars: Our Jeruſalem was builded 
like a City, and carved like a fair Palace: GOD 
was known among us, not only in outward comely Or- 
der and pure Ordinances ; but likewiſe by the Spirit 
of Converſion going through the Land, the King wound- 
ing the Heart of thoſe who had been his Enemies, mak- 
ing a Conqueſt of them, and bringing them under his 
Subjection; ſo that his Name was greatly and highly 
exalted, for here he had his Tabernacle, amd his Dwel- 
ling. Who then could he hold Scotland, and not Cry 
out ; Hc w zoodly are thy Tents O Jacob, and thy 
Tabernacle O Iſrael, as the Vallies are they ſpread 
torth, as Gardens by the River Side; as the Trees 
Lign Aloes which the LorD hath planted, and as 4

Cedar Trees beſides the Wa'ers. Ss that the Con- 

ider ation of the Days of Old, and the Years of Anti- 
ent Times. cannot but be refreſhful to ſuch, as defire 
to call his Holineſs to Remembrance. 

But ah ! alas ! who can think upen our preſent fad 
eplorable Condition, and net have their Eyes affect - 
ing their Heart, wiſhing that their Head were M- 
ters, and their Eyes Fountains of Tears, to Weep 
Day and Night ( if it were poſſible with Tears of 
Blood ) for our great and grievous Defections, Back- 
ſlidings, and Apoaltacies from Ged, and from a pure 
Covenanted work of Reformation, and our many A- 
bominalle Practices; no Nati»n in the World hath ſo 


done: Me bave broken our Sacred Vous and Covenants, 
Burnt 
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Brunt and Buried them in Oblivion, and ſbed the 
Blood of the Saints, 7; of their Faitkfulneſs in Adher- 
ng to the ſume; and haven ſwern many falſe Oaths, | 
to the great Diſhonour of God, defiling of the Conſei- 
. ence of many, Scandal and Reproach of Religion, Lea. 
gues Covenants and Confedracies, are entred into 
with CHRIST's greateſt Enemies, and upon them 
do we rely for Strengtb, and by this we have for/aten 
the Fountain of living Water, and have hewed out 
to our ſelves, broken Ciſterns, that can hold no Water. 
FESUS CHRIST is robbed of his Crown Rights, 
and royal Prerogatives,and his Glory given to anather : 
The Wicked walks on every Side, and the vileſl Men 
are exalted; and the fear of the LORD is taught 
by the Prece pts of Men, a Flood of Error and Pro- 
fanity overſpreads the Land, and none to give faith- 
full Warning. from Zions Walls Impartially agein/t 
all Sins: Yet natwithſlanding of all theſe Things, 
doe neither Biuſh, nor are aſhamed, but are ſtill going 
+ from Evil to Worſe ; and therefore we may juſlly ex- 
; peat, from the Greatneſs of our Sins, that the LORD 
will meet with us in Fury and Rebuke, and bring ter- 
5 rible Things in Righteouſneſs upon us, for our mul- 
* _ Ttiplied, aud long continued in Tranſgreſſions: But 
| altho" he may make our Land Deſelate, and our In- 
Dabitants few, in the pouring forth of his Indignati- | 
on uponus ; yet, are we called to Hope, that after 
he hath purged our Land of the Rebels, and ſuch as 
Tranſgreſs, he will in Mercy return to the Deſolati- 
ons of his Sanctuary in Scotland, were he dwelt in 
Time paſt, and make our I ilderneſs like Eden, and 
our Deſart like the Garden of the LORD and Re- 
flore to us in Mercy. what cur Defeftions baue long 
deprived us of For the Promiſes of hisWard ſhall not 
fail, neither ſhall the ſayings of his Faithful Ambaſ- 
adors fall to the Ground withint Accompliſhment,

ſpoken to Britan, the Lord is crying to us this 
| Day, to liſten unto him: You will ſay, W hat is 
the Loxp ſaying? what would the LoRD lay to 
us? We cannot take Time to ſpeak to all that is in 
the Chapter, and make Application of it : But look 
to the 13. Verſe, Sing O Heaven and be Joyful 0 
Earth, for the LORD hath comforted his People, 
and will have Mercy upon his afffifted, He is cry- 
ing to ue ſing, fing O Heavens, that is, ing

we ling / hath not the Lord forſaken and forgoten 
us! Nay nay, tho it appears fo, yet it is nut ſo Re- 
ally; the Purpoſe of Gop is great with Child this 
Day, to bring forih a great Deliverance to the 
Church and State of Scorland: If we ſaw the Days 
that our LoznD is to beſtow upon us, if we had a 
Sight of the Miniſters that thall he in Scstland, that 
the Lord is % give this Land, it would make us 
ſing. Ye think now that the Miniſters are gone, 
and indeed it is ſo in a great Part, and the Magiſtra- 
tes are Rejetted by us; We Declare before Sun and 
Stars that it is ſo: But our Lok is to give Rulers, 
he will make out that Promile, Verie 23.

Is not this our 
Cale? In few Words, we are a Prey, and thoſe 
that have us tor a Prey are Mighty, and we are

Gop be thanked 
we are at (his, that any Man may Shoot us, we 
think it our Glory. Theſe that are free to Buy 
and Sell, and go to Kirk and Market at this Time, 
have their Freedom at a dear Rate: We are a Prey 
and Captives, they have both Men and Women in 
Priſon, and all according to their Law: We muſt 
not take ill with this, you ſee there hath no ſtrange 
Thing happened us, but what hath befallen Men; 
ſuch Things have happened the Church betore, and 
the Lok p hath warned us of it, he hath warned us, 
not only in General, if any Man come to me, he 
muſi deny himſelf, and take up his Croſs, &c. and 
through many Tribulations we muſt enter into the 
K.ngdom of Heaven: But Particulars are con- 
deſcended upon, and Cordials ſuitable to theſe Pro- 
miſes. There is a Cordial in this Chapter, beware 
of Grugdging, we re a Prey but ere long they that

2. The ſecond Thing we may obſerve here, is 
this, That it is Incident and Caſeable to the Church 
and People of Gop, not only to be a Prey, but to 
be a Prey unto the Hands of theſe that are very 
Mighty, ſtrong and terrible like, for ſo the 
Words will bear; we may lay our Perſecutors are

ſtroliger than we, if we were as ftrong as they, we 
would Laugh at them,andwould buiPlay with them 
But the Truthis, they that have us for a Prey are 
very Mighty, they baveForces and Armies at their 
Command. both within and without the Land. But, 
3. The Words import this! ke wiſe, hat not only 
is the Church ſometimes a Prey to the Mighty, 
dut alſo that the People of Gop, will be juſt Diſ- 
pairing iha ever they can be delivered again: Shall 
the Prey be taken from the Mighty? Shall the Prey 
be taken from ihe King, from the Council, trom 
the Forces and Souldiers, how can it be 2 It can- 
not de. For, when we look to our Right-Hard, 
there is nore to Care for us, all Refuge hath left 
us. There is a Queſtion here, which I defire all 
the Miviſters in Scotland to Anſwer; Will yonder 
Prey be taken from ihe Mighty? Nay, nay, ſay 
they, they need not attempt it; and we our ſelves 
who know it are a! diſparing ; we think it needleſs 
topray orfaſt,Pieach or Fight; for wheawe mint to 
Rite, th etheLurd comes and gives us ſuch a Blow, that 
we are made to fit down again, and ſtick faſter to 
the Ground than ever before. Nay, if you could 
get all the Argels in Heaven this Day, this Queſti- 
on would puzzle them. Its true indeed, Believers 
that wins to anv Intimacy with Gop, may get a 
Sight of this; GoD will deliver, but there comes the 
Matter. By whom ſball Jacob arije, for be is very 
ſmall? Here is one ta Ants er poſitively and af- 
firmatively, and tells how it ſhall be accompliſhed, 
Who A-:twers it? The Loxp: He even ſays, I 
fee well enough, though I would make Miniſters 
and other Believers, vea. Angels tell, that the Pr 
Hall be taken from the Mighty, it will not do it, 1 
will take this Queſtion on my felf : For immediat- 
ly before vou Tee he promiſeth, o make Kings their 
Nurfing Fathers, &c, Which ſhews us ihis Leſ- 
ton: That after God hach n he 
oth 
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doth not inftanily and immediatly Perturm it, but 
between God's giving a Promile to a People, and 
the Accompliſhment thereof; there may follow 
ſuch T hings, as may make us think it will never 
be, but that rather the contrary will be: And 
while People are under thele Things that Prognoſti- 
cate the contrary of what he hath promiſed in his 
Word, and onewhich hebath cauſed us to Hope, then 
he comes in himlelt; But tu, faith the Lord, E- 
ven the Captives of the Mighty ſhall be taten away, 
Verſe 25. Which is an Anſwer to this, Shall the 
Prey be taken from the Mighty * The Mighty ſays, 
You ſhall never be taken out of our Hands, yea, 
moſt of all the People ſaid io: But thus ſaith the 
Lord, Even the Captives of the Mighty ſhall be taken 
away, and the Prey of the terrible ſhall be delivered. 
Believe ye this? I am ſure if ye believed this, ye 
would be con:ent to be fined and caſt out of vour 
Houſes, wander and take your Lives in your Hands 
tor a Time, there is as much in this Word, as may 
make us go away linging, that may Comfort us, 

ainſt all the T roubles that mis Time can afford 


Ye will talk of News, here is good News, /e

full Captive delivered, But ſay ve, there is little 
- likely-hocd for it: Wherefore ? Where is the Man 


te doit? I know no Noblemen, Gentlemen nor 
Commons; we had theſe to go too within theſe 
few Yeats; but now the Commons arc involved 
in ite ſame Guilt with the Gentlemen, and are 
lying by as well as they; there is no Miniſters, nor 
Profeſſors to do it, aud indeed the Lorp will not 
lippen to one of u-. Thanks be to God for that; 
for if it were lippened to us, we would ty always 
under Troubles, andthe work would be razedto the 
Foundation, ſo that there would be no Memory 
of it to Poſterity, I hen will you ſay to alan: 

Ow 
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How ſhall this Prey be taken from the Mighty, &c. 
And I Il tell you what will be his Antwer, which 
is this, For 1 will contend with them that contend 
with thee, and uill [ave thy Children, and will feed 
themthat eppreſi thee, with their own Fleſh, &c. Ne- 
ver think that ye will get Salvation till God come 
and cen end with his Enemies; ſome would invert 
this, they would firſt have Salvation, and then 
contending with the Enemies : But that is not 
the Way that God minds to take, and therefore, 
it will not Proſper, ake it who will, both Miniſ- 
ters and Profeſlots Gop hath t..contend with; when 
he comes back to Scotland, to contend with them 
that have contended with his People : Many thinks 
that if they had ſuch an Army, as they had the laſt 
Year, wewouldcontendwith them ;the Lord God of 
Hoſts will contend with them ere long, and he will 
feed them that eppreſs you, with their own Fleſh. 

O but Folk may think that this is Cruelty, in- 
deed if a Miniſter or Proteſſor had faid it, ir might 
be thought Cruelty, but it is the Loxp's Word; 
when our LoxpD comes, he will be ſeverer, he will 
be ſo, to ſpeak after the manner of Men, he will 
be Cruel, he is Juſt indeed; the Inſtruments that he 
will make ule of, what ever ſort they be, his Peo- 
ple or not, they muſt handle Enemies with other 
ſort of Ways than they have been handled ; Yea, 
they will take Collops out of their Fleſh and make 
them eatit, anc give them their Blood to Drink, 
this will the Loxp do, and make them to know, 
that he is the LORD, the Saviour and Redeemer 
of his Church: He is not known to be the Lonrd | 
now; he is butmocked, ſlighted, and lightly eſteemed; 
but when he comes to execute Juſticeand Judgment, 
he will make all know that he is the LORD, the 


Redeemer of his People, and that his Lovingkind- 


neſs hath been remaining with them along; and be 
whothey will, whom the Lord will raife up to 
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execute Judgment in this Land, ihey will Reward 
them, as they rewarded us, they will not spare; 
as he lives, he will bring cruel Forreigners ere he 
want. Butye may fay, we need not trouble our» 
ſelves about it, the Lord will do it, we may ly 
by, we need not trouble our Heads much, many 
would be at that, indeed the Lok will not do it, 
but we muſt makeuſe of theMeansthatareincumbent 
to us. I ſhall ſpeak to feveral Means to make ule 
of, in order to haſten the Lord's delivery of the 
Captives, contending with them, that have con- 
tended with us.

Wha: is meant by that? that is, the Devil kaih 
gottena lore Stroak, how got he that? ver.

What 
is that? By believing Jesus CarisT by Imploy- 
ing him, by giving him much Credit, who is the 
Captain of Salvation, and was made perfect hrough

" Teſfiimonies, this ſhall haſten G O D's coming out of.

3. They overcame by not loving their Lives unto the 
Death, that is by Suffering, and indeed Suffering, 
ives a noble Daſh to Enemies, we never loſt any 
hing by cleanly Suffering, but gained much by 
theſe who loſt their Lives on Fields and Scaffulds : 
But there are many who will fay, indeed we ſhou'd 
ſuffer ; But lay they, we ſhould not Fight.
